Dr. Ahmad pointed out that 


there are two threats to the 
maintenance of the Nixon 
administration goals. Amazingly 


enough, they are not Russia and 
China but Russia and 
revolutionary movements in the 
third world 

According to Ahmad, Nixon 
deals with Russia using a 
tnangular policy consisting of 
coexistence, “‘politics of 
confrontation’” and 
containment. Here we must 
maintain good relations 
and share certain areas of 
resp.~-sibility as top powers 
living in coexistence. In 


trade 
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contronting one another, “the 
balance of terror” must stay 
consistently in America’s favor. 

In dealing with the third world, 
it is necessary for our country to 
legitimize its principle of social 
repression. 


Dr. Ahmade spoke of the 
Vietnamese war with a very 
decisive and determined voice. 
He looked as though there was 
age within him as he unfolded 
some facts concerning Vietnam. 
The Nixon administration is 
involved in what they call a 
‘limited war’ but Ahmad points 
out that with all of the deaths, 
destruction and a resulting 
refugee popluation, there is no 
way this could be merely a 
‘limited war’. 


The White House had 
commissioned the Pentagon to 
explore the military aspects of 
intensified bombing and the 
mining of Hai Fong Harbor, 
Ahmad revealed. The result was 
outlined in a report stating there 
would be no military value over 
a short period of time (6 
months) but over a long period 
of time these strategic 
would have a definited 
militarily

true’ 


After an extensive explanation 
of much that was occurring in 
Vietnam, Dr. Ahmad returned to 
the subject of the President - 
“Nixon would like to win the 
election by an overwhelming 
margin.” The latest talk of peace 
is merely giving the Americans 
‘illusion of peace and Progress’. 
“If he does not sign it (the 
peace agreement) by November 
7, I'm afraid it will never get 
signed.” 


A question from the audience 
referred to his indictment in 
Harrisburg and why it happeded. 
Dr. Ahmad considered it a 
method of harrassment and 
discouragement of dissent 
“It had to do with FBI 
embarassments. They had 
suffered at my hands. It was a 
Personal vendetta. They were 
trying to discourage what we are 
doing.”

My eyes must be “offly” 
tenders 1 read the ballot 
arguments, then I went on to 


read the actual wording of the 
law as proposed by Proposition 
18, “The Anti-Obscenity” or 
“Anti-Smut” initiative. | came 
to the conclusion that implies - 
the people who wrote this law 
could only be perverts to have 
thought of all of the things they 
want to ban 

The real ‘‘hooker” in the 
“proposition” is the absolute 
cancellation of the “social 
redeeming clause’’ as proposed 
by Proposition 18. It, as the 
ballot description reads, 
“amends, deletes and adds,” and 
has the intention of covering a 
lot of things up, or never 
allowing them to be uncovered 
in the first place 

The laws now in California give 
the power of regulation to the 
State, and local government can 
only regulate “where spectfically 
authorized by state law.’ But 18 
would change all that, and give 
the power to local government 
to set “contemporary 
standards.”

With a clause like the one

Perhaps each 
county, or ruling government 
agencies will want to set up 


border stations to make sure no 
“obscene material’ is smuggled 
into their territory. My analogy 
is a bit extreme, but so is 
Proposition 18 

This initiative measure would 
create criminal punishment for 
“selling, showing, producing or 
distributing specified prohibited 
materials to adults or minors.” 
Tne law already provides for 
punishment, and it seems to be 
up to local district attorneys to 
decide how they want to try 
the state law and 
then up to the courts to interpret 


and enforce 


But the law 
also provides for a “social 
redeeming importance” clause 


and does not put a blanket over 
seemingly every thing as does 
Proposition 18 


The proponents of Proposition 
18 didn’t leave anything out, or 
perhaps I should say, they want 
to leave everything out [If 18 
passes, Country Joe MacDonald 
will be in serious trouble, and in 
fact, this law taken to an 
extreme could prohibit two 
young lovers, or old lovers, or 
most especially lovers of the

The feminist consciousness has 
caused me to become more 
aware of the exploitation of sex 
in Our society. But the 
Proponents of Proposition 18 it 
would appear, would like to 


suppress any kind of sexual 
expression that is not hidden 
away in a dark bedroom, or 
covered by long Victorian skirts 
Taking the law section by 
section, it first demands the 
existing law covered under the 
**Penal Code” which already 
provides for punishment, fines, 
even imprisonment, and adds 
“advertising, displays publicly, 
exhibition, live public shows,” 


and ‘‘knowingly’’ having 
knowledge ‘“‘of the character of 
any item or activity’’ that is 


described in any of the sections 
comprising the above list 


In addition, ‘minor’ means 
anyone under 18, “nudity” 
means ‘‘uncovered pubertal 


human male or female genitals, 
Pubic areas, or buttocks, or the 
human female below a 
point immediately above the top 
of the nipple.” In other words, 
breast-feeding a child in public, 


breast 


or skinny-dipping on a beach 
where everybody else is 
skinny-dipping (ruled legal by 


the state supreme court) could 
become illegal if 18 passes. The 
breast-feeding analogy might be 
extreme on my part, but the 
skinny-dipping is definitely not 
This law goes on to define 
nearly everything you can think 
of except the proverbial “birds 
and the bees.” It not only 
defines it, it prohibits it 

Then there is section 313.10 
“Every person is guilty of a 
misdemeanor who: 

(a) Sings or speaks any song, 
ballad or other combination of 
words which describes or depicts

Privacy a Right - Even on Welfare

Concern over governmental 
encroachment on the privacy of 
individual citizens prompted the 
legislature to put the Privacy 
Amendment, Proposition 11, to 
a vote of the people. 

Sponsored by Assemblyman 
Kenneth Cory, the measure adds 
Privacy to the inalienable rights 
of enjoying and defending life 


and liberty; acquiring, 
possessing, and protecting 
property; and pursuing and 


obtaining safety and happiness; 
that are currently guaranteed 
under the state constitution. 

Proposition | 1 also changes the 
words in Article I of the 
constitution from “‘all men” to 
“all people”. 

No campaign has been waged, 
other than with ballot 
arguments, for or against the 
measure. The debate has mainly 


Tax Shift, 
Owners to 
Consumers

The proposed Watson 
Amendment has raised serious 
questions for California voters. 
According to proponents of 
Proposition 14 , our property 
taxes will be reduced by 40%, 
and tax rates permanently 
limited. 

If passed, conclude the 
opponents, consumer taxes 
would be increased, and if there 
was any property tax relief, it 
would be postponed until 1977 
Passage of Proposition 14 
would increase sales taxes 
immediately by 40%, with liquor 
and cigarette taxes also boosted, 
according to the pamphlets 
sponsored by the Californians 
Against Higher Taxes 

Authors of the literature say 
that the corporate tax rate will 
be increased by 45% which 
would lambaste the business 
community and in the end pass 
on higher prices to consumers 
Mrs. Joseph Fiala, Chairman of 
the Educational Congress of 
California, says, ““The passage of 
Propositon 14 would imperil 
our educational system and end 


local control of our public 
schools.” 

A deficit of $790 million 
would be created for the 


1973-74 school year, and the per 
pupil expenditures would be cut 
by an average of $170 

However, the proponents of 
Proposition 14 all agree that the 
schools will not be 
shortchanged. Schools will 
receive a minimum of $825 per 
pupil in average daily 
attendance, which can be raised 
at any time by the legislature. 
The intent of the measure is to 
declare the limit of property 
taxes at 1.75 per cent of the 
market value. Secondly, its 
intent is that the 
education and social welfare are 
to be funded by the state, from 


costs of 


other than property tax 
revenues 
Many education-minded 


Organizations are looking 
forward to enacting the more

and no major controversies have 
developed over the proposition. 
Assemblyman Cory feels, “The 
right to privacy is much more 
than ‘unnecessary language’. It is 
fundamental in any free society 
Privacy is not now guaranteed 
by our state constitution. This 
simple amendment will extend 
various court decisions on 
Privacy to insure protection of 
our basic rights.” 

Cory believes the word 
“people” should be substituted 
for ‘‘men’’ because, “There 
should be no ambiguity about 
whether our constitutional 
freedoms are for every man, 
woman, and child in this state.” 
State Senator James Whetmore, 
the leading opponent to 
Proposition 11, is convinced that 
“It is unnecessary, interferes 


with the worx presently being 
done by the Constitution 
Revision Committee, and could 
emasculate all government 
Programs based on receipient 
need.” 

Whetmore’s major objection is 
that it would destroy all of our 
state welfare programs, because 
recipients would not have to 


report their income, thus 
throwing the program into 
chaos. 


Cory denies this charge by 
saying “It (the right of privacy) 
is limited by compelling public 
necessity and the public’s right 
to know.” 

Although Proposition || is the 
shortest of the 22 propositions 
on the ballot, it is also one of 
the more complex, due to the 
differing implications which each 
side draws from it

If the negotiations are not 
signed then their purpose will be

Jane Fonda explained the 
reasoning behind their tour. ““‘We 
are an educational campaign 
focusing upon Vietnam as the 
primary issue during this 
election period. We are working 
in this concentrated way because 
Politician s are vulnerable and 
people are asking questions and 
listening. “ A jot of people 
believe that the war is wound 
down and Mr. Nixon is on the 
verge of ending the war and they 
say ‘why now’ 

* All’ of us, we're faced with a 
very difficult problem because 
during t! 60's the war was very 
visible, any Americans were 


being drafted, many Americans 
were being killed 

“It’s an air war we are fighting 
today. It is being waged from 
Japan, Okinawa, the Phillipines 
There are more boats, ships 
planes and bombs being dropped 
than ever before, in Vietnam 
According to the Pentagon 
Nixon has ordered the dropping 
of 4,000,000 tons of bombs, in 
the last four years.” 

Those are the reasons Ms 
Fonda has for her educationa! 
campaign. These are more than 
enough reasons for a thousand 
such educational campaigns 


Jane Fonda also talked about 
attitude. She spoke of her family 
life during the second world war 
John Wayne, John Ford, and 
Jimmy Stewart, would come t 
the Fonda house dressed in ten 
gallon hats, and real revolvers to 
play poser 

They would lay their revolvers 
push their hats 
necks and yell 


on the table 
back on their 
“Deal.” 


These were the brave men that 
were fighting anddying on the 
movie screens every week, 
playing like they were the hero's 
they portrayed. Theepitome of 
the great Americans, the people 
victorious over the Germans and 
the Japanese, playing games 

The fifties saw these men called 
up before the House 
Subcommittee on Un-American 
activities. And they weren't 
Playing games anymore. The 
friendships broke up. Paul 
Robeson, a great singer and 
actor disappeared, completely, 
his career ruined. Communism 
comes in many forms 


Jane Fonda started her acting 
at 21 years of age. She went to 
Warner Brothers, and being 
Henry Fonda’s daughter, she was 
given a screen test. The studio 
liked the way she acted but they 
felt she didn’t have the proper 
physical image. 

Her face was all wrong, she 
would have to have her jaw 
broken and reset so she could 
have sunken cheeks because that 
was in vogue. She needed her

personal memorandum from 
Jack Warner, head of the studio 
she was told she was too flat 
chested, and since there were no 
silicone injections for her 
breasts, she would need to wear 
falsies.

Wednesday, and every point 
sunk home deeper and deeper 
George Smith, the first speaker 
of the evening, is a former Green 
Beret, and P.O.W. 


He wanted to point out that 
what Americans were being 
taught about the conditions of 
the POW’s captured by the 
Nationa! Liberation Front and 
what was really going on were 
diametrically opposed 

He talked of being captured, 
back in 1963, when his Special 
Forces camp was overrun. He 
was caught in the open with 
only his underclothing 

He talked of the ingrained idea 
of torture and deprivation, and 
suffering, the things he had been 
taught in Fort Bragg, North 
Carolina before he went to 
Vietnam, as a medic 


After capture, the village he 
was taken to, received him not 
with sticks and beatings as he 
had supposed but with laughter 
and food. Laughter at his 
physical condition, and for food, 
tea and bananas 

“Tl tell you of some of the 
Stories of the brainwashing that 
went on. They took us into the 
jungle. We were tortured by 
being forced to eat the same 
food they had to eat, which was 
pretty grim at times 

“All this was going on, you 
might say in the name of 
Communist propoganda. The 
Viet Cong had brainwashed us so 
we would return to tell you all 
this you would say this wasn’t 
true.” 


Mr. Smith said that the V.C 
were asking him what he was 
doing there and he didn’t have 
the answer for them.

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Plight Of The 
Welfare Mothers 


The Department of Social 
Welfere (DSW) has recently 
redesigned its local bureaus. The 
purpose was to make the 
department more efficient. The 
result has been a disregard for 
the needs and conditions of 
the people receiving aid 
The change has already been 
felt by the welfare recipients. 
The Department has begun 
exercising its power to “adjust” 
the amount of money received 
through Aid for Dependent 
Children (AF DC) grants. 

Willis Black, Director of 
Financial Aids, stated that the 
State DSW cannot touch this 
money. But they can - and are 
interpreting each and 
adjusting the amount the 
grant

In 
addition to this, she earns about 
$30 a month through work 
study. She has maintained a 3.5 
GPA. 


But, unlike !ast year, she will 
receive only $167 per month 
from the AFDC grant, instead of 
the maximum for five people - 
$320 

When Rose received the 
department’s decision, she 
immediately planned to appeal. 
She went to Legal Aids for help 
and talked to Mr. Elliot Sevier 
He told her he would get back to 
her in plenty of time to file the 
appeal. That was on October 4 


The deadline was October 13 
Rose finally gave up on Mr 
Sevier and filed the appeal 
herself. On October 16, she 
received a letter from Mr. Sevier 
written on DSW stationary. He 
Suggested that she drop the 
appeal as she would probably 
not win anyway 

According to Rose, “He was 


just hoping that I hadn't sent in 
the appeal. He’s with Legal Aids 
but he’s working for the Welfare 
Department. He's not an 
attorney to help us.” 

Rose then contacted the Office 
of the Chief Referee and talked 
with Mr. Flores. He advised her 
to speak directly with the head 
of the DSW, Mr. Howard Atha. 
She did that, and asked for a 
Personal review of her case 

And so now, Rose waits for the 
hearing on her appeal to come 
up. In the meantime, she should 
receive the other half of her 


AFDC grant - when is the 
question 
She is in an impossible 


Situation. Rose now has to prove 
to the department that she needs 
that money. This boils down to 
Presenting them with receipts 
for meals in the school cafeteria, 
for clothes, for books, groceries, 
babysitting - everything. 


Rose Leal feels that this policy 
is a direct attempt to discourage 
her from attending school. If the 
department succeeds with her 
case, YOUTS could be next. Rose 


warns any student going to 
school on welfare, or whose 
family is receiving welfare to

Rumors have it that tne Civil 
Aeronautics Board (CAB) plans 
to announce the abolition of 
youth fares for airline customers 
between the ages of 12 and 21 


The announcement reportedly 
was postponed from August 
until after the November 
elections 

United, TWA, and Delta 
airlines at Sacramento 
Metropolitan Airport were 


contacted regarding the fate of 
the fares. They all concurred 
that they have not yet received 
any official word from company 
headquarters that the fares will 
be abolished. A spokesman from 
Pan Am Airlines stated 
unofficially that the age limit 
will go down and prices will go 
up on youth fares soon. 

Four years ago CAB ruled that 
youth fares represented unjust 
discrimination against all other 
“groups” of society. It received 
a deluge of mail from college 
students which overwhelmingly 
was in favor of retaining the 
special fares 
CAB reversed its decision to 
discontinue the fares with a 








stipulation that a study of the 
fares would decide their fate. 

Apparently CAB has reached 
its decision although the major 
airline companies are 
understandably playing down 
the issue. Perhaps they are 
waiting until after the first 
election allowing 18 year olds 
the vote. 

So, if you were planning on 
flying the silver bird this 
Christmas vacation you might 
Start considering alternative 
modes of transportation. Or, 
you could always complain to 
your congressman, although it is 
highly doubtful that will have 
any effect 
A nationwide student boycott 
of the airlines involved might 
cause CAB to reconsider its 
decision. Close to $300 million 
is spent annually by youth fare 
card holders 
Even a partial boycott could 
cost the companies a large part 
of their profits. If you believe 
that students cannot have any 
effect on policy decisions, just 
ask Lyndon Johnson. He'll tell
